A number of letters request: | 
“Give chapter and verse on how 
many of the Southern people have 
bs, been misled 
about the pow- 
ers of the Su- 

preme Court.” 
This request 
grew out of a 
previous _ state- 
ment that in 
each state of the 
Deep South liter- 
ally thousands of 
good and patri- 
otic persons had been misled by 
their public leaders and, more és- 
pecially, by a syndicated column- 
ist or so who were exploiting the 
legitimate, natural and _ under- 
standable emotional disturbances 
of a region by deliberately pan- 

dering to them. 

Those who have participated 
in misleading the people have, 
for one thing, asserted that the 
Supreme Court did not have the 
power to interpret the Constitu- 
tion, that it acted unconstitution- 
ally and illegally. 

As a basis for this they have, 
for example, said over and over 
that the 14th Amendment was il- 
legally enacted and is not valid. 


All of this had made an already 
melancholy story the more som- 
ber and sad. But it does reveal 
that the test of any citizen’s love 
for his state, region or country 
is whether or not he serves it 
truly and honestly. And so, let 
us look at the 14th Amendment.

Basis of Decision 

The 14th Amendment, which 
was the basis of the school de- 
cision, specifies equal protection 
of the law for all citizens. It 
was adopted in 1870. 

That there was coercion is true. 
It was not a coercion of bayonets, 
but that it was a coldly, ruthless 
coercion is unquestioned. It was 
brutal in the choice it presented. 
The states which ratified it would 
be readmitted to the Union. Those 
which did not would remain as | 
military districts. It was a time 
of corrupt carpetbagger politics 
and manipulation of Legislatures. 
But the ratification was voted and 
certified and it is valid. No amount 
of discussion about. the harsh co- 
ercion of the time will remove it. 
Indeed, no person today would 
want to be without its guarantee 
of equal protection of the laws. 

But one might as well say that 
the War Between the States was 
invalid and illegal. There is no 
more possibility of reversing the 
14th Amendment as illegal than 
there is of reversing the decision 
at Appomattox. 

It is a cruel and heinous thing 
to deceive a people into distrust 
of their country and its institu- 
tions by repeating again and 
again a statement that the 14th 
Amendment is illegal . . . and 
the court’s decisions, therefore, 
invalid. 

If these writers and orators are 
correct about the court’s having 
acted illegally, why are the gov- 
ernors of Virginia and Arkansas 
reduced to closing schools? Why 
is Arkansas attempting to have 
the state pay tuition to support 
private schools? No more cruel 
and contemptible thing has been 
done than to give to a people, 
earnestly and hopefully seeking 
for some way out of what to 
them was a most unhappy dilem- 
ma, the statement that states 
rights are above constitutional 
rights and that the 14th Amend- 
ment is invalid. It is a poor edi- 
tor, syndicated columnist, public 
or religious leader who will serve 
with falsehood.

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Atkinson’s Name Is Tribute 
To a Governor of 1890s 


Atkinson County is a relative newcomer to the Georgia family. 
It was created by the Legislature on Aug. 15, 1917, from parts of 
Clinch and Coffee counties, making it the 15ist in the state. Only 
eight other counties are younger. 

The south Georgia county was named for William Y. Atkinson, 
who was Georgia’s governor from 1894 to 1898. Atkinson, when 
serving as Coweta County’s delegate to ihe Legislature, sponsored 
the 1889 bill to establish the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial College, now Georgia State College for ~~. —-—+ 
Women, at Milledgeville. Pearson, the county VATKIN BOM ood 
seat, was named for an early settler, B. Pearson. i i 

Atkinson County has a population of 7,600 
(1957 estimate), making it the 129th most populous county in the 
state. The 1950 census lists Pearson as having a population of 
1,402. Also in Atkinson County is the town of Willacoochee. 

The land area of Atkinson is 318 square miles. Atkinson and 
Paulding are tied as the 92nd largest Georgia county. The 1954 
agriculture census listed. 584 farms, the same number as in 1925. 
Slightly more than half the county’s population live on farms. 

More thar 72 per cent of Atkinson's 203,520 acres are in tim- 
ber lands out forest products brought in omy 5.8 per cent of the 
county’s nearly $2 million farm income in 1955. The chief cash 
crop is tobacco, while three-fourths of the cultivated land is in corn. 
Some peanuts, truck crops and pecans are produced. 

Highways running through Atkinson County are U.S. 82 and 
Ga. 31, 64, 50, 149, 90 and 135. Its rivers are the Satilla and Willa- 
coochee.

Tennessee has elected a gov- 
ernor to take office next January 
who is far more outspoken as a 
segregationist than is Clement. 
In Georgia, Governor-nominate 
Ernest Vandiver pledged in his 
successful gubernatorial cam- 
paign that there will be no race- 
mixing in the schools or colleges

Most observers of the Southern 
scene interpret events of the past 
year as a staggering blow to the 
moderate position. 

The Southern governors, rep- 
resenting as they are supposed 
to do the heartbeat of their peo- 
ple, should reflect at this con- 
ference the prevailing mood of 
the times. 

The governors are still split 
over their approach to the most 
critical problem that has faced 
the South in modern times. That 
division doubtless will be aired in 
one way or another at this con- 
ference. The question is which 
side will play its hand strongest 
here and which will dominate the 
conference. 
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Talmadge Asks Scholar-Yielding System 
As Means of Assuring U.S. Survival 


America’s survival depends up- 
on the return of an educational 
system that produces well-round- 
ed scholars, Sen. Herman Tal- 
madge said in Atlanta Sunday 
night. 

In a speech delivered at the 
Wesley Memorial Methodist 
Church, paying special tribute to 
the nation’s school teachers, Tal- 
madge called for a return of fun- 
damentals in the teaching of pub- 
lic school students.

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Youthful Hoodlums 
W on’t Be Tolerated 


Supt. Paul West of Fulton County 
schools has sounded an alarming note 
about the growth of juvenile delinquency 
as demonstrated in several incidents in 
north Fulton recently. 

In a letter to Fulton Juvenile Court 
Judge W. W. Woolfolk, Mr. West said 
that juvenile lawlessness threatens “to 
become a cancerous condition.” He cor- 
rectly pointed out that it does not yet 
involve a large number of individuals 
but it is “nevertheless growing.” He asks 
for help from police and the courts in 
ending it. 

The superintendent said that parents 
have been calling him for several weeks 
relating incidents in which juvenile of- 
fenders “have been stopping cars, at- 
tempting to drive others off the road and 
picking fights with the younger boys.” 

Names of the ringleaders in this wave 
of hoodlumism are known, Mr. West said. 
By all means they should be turned over 
to authorities. Not only that, but appro- 
priate action should be taken to remove 
them from the ranks of decent teen- 
agers. They indeed will promote a “can- 
cerous growth” of deliquency unless they 
are brought to book. 

The incident at the football game 
between Sandy Springs and Milton High 
recently is only a foretaste of worse to 
come unless something is done. Admit- 
ting that only a small percentage of 
teen-agers are involved, the guilty must 
be held accountable. 

The community cannot and will not 
tolerate juvenile hoodlumism. If parents 
cannot control their children, then it 
becomes a job for the courts and the 
police. Let them act accordingly.

Postal Receipts Show 


Business on Upgrade 


It’s all optimism on the Georgia eco- 
nomic front as business shows every evi- 
dence of complete recovery from the re- 
cession which began about this time last 
year. While it never became as severe 
as in some other sections of the country, 
there was a dropoff in activity which was 
reflected in many lines. 

Latest indication of recovery and new 
achievements in Georgia business is con- 
tained in a survey by John P. Gill, di- 
rector of the University of Georgia Bu- 
reau of Business Research. Postal re- 
ceipts are zooming, says Dr. Gill, and it 
can’t all be accounted for by the increase 
in rates. 

In the four week period ending Aug. 
22 there was an increase of 50 per cent 
in postal sales over the preceding four 
weeks and also over the four weeks end- 
ing the same period in 1957. Since the 
new rates went into effect on Aug. l, 
Dr. Gill credits improved business con- 
ditions with the increase. New plants, 
steadier work in textile mills and gener- 
ally better economic activity are credited 
with the rise.

Industrial Area Schools 


Are Practical Answer 


It’s gratifying to note the State De- 
partment of Education is going shead 
with an imaginative plan to cope par- 
tially with the present educational crisis. 
Under the department’s proposal, those 
high school students who prefer to spe- 
cialize in vocational education and learn 
specialized skills and trades would be 
given the opportunity of attending area 
trade schools for the last two years of 
high school. Upon eompletion of the pro- 
gram they would receive a certificate of 
achievement. . 

Under this system of industrial area 
trade schools, the local communities 
will supply the building site, mainte- 
nance costs and consumable supplies. 
The state will provide basic pay for 
instructors while the state and the local 
school systems would share equally the 
cost of building and equipping the schools 
which would serve students within a 50- 
mile radius. Ten different school systems 
have already expressed interest in the 
idea. 

As presently organized, Georgia’s 
high schools are trying to do the impos- 
sible. The comprehensive high school 
lumps all ‘students together regardless 
of their individual aspirations, aptitudes 
or abilities. One result of this shotgun 
approach to public education has been 
to cause many Americans to think of an 
education solely in terms of a diploma or 
a degree to be worn as a badge of social 
prestige. | 

The new industrial South will need 
more and more technicians in the vears to 
come, more and more young people with 
specialized skills. The industrial urea 
trade school appears to be a practical

The deterioration of Batista into a 
monstrous dictator is one of the saddest 
stories in the island’s history.

Algerian Exile Group 


Means Further Trouble 


While General Charles de Gaulle, we 
hope and believe, will win a handsome 
victory for his new constitution and re- 
form measures, he and the Western na- 
tions have had a serious setback in the 
formation of an Algerian government in 
exile. 

Proclaimed Friday in Cairo, the new 
government includes many prominent 
men who fled Algeria months, even years 
ago. The fact that Egypt has given them 
the status of a government means she 
will furnish them with all aid and com- 
fort, physical &nd material. 

Immediate recognition by Tunis, Mo- 
rocco and the Arab Republic states was 
further evidence of cooperative planning 
and purpose in setting up this govern- 
ment. 

This is the Arab League’s bid to pre- 
vent or sabotage any solution of the Al- 
gerian civil war by the De Gaulle govern- 
ment. Tremendous pressures are being 
put on the Moslem populations not to vote 
in the upcoming election in that country 
and France. This is but another influence 
against participation. 

It is, in the long run, a part of the 
Egyptian plan to control rot merely the 
Arab nations in the Middle East but the 
Moslem, Arabic-speaking nations of 
North Africa as well. 

This is why the formation of the

Will Population Losses 
Force Merger of Counties? 


Several weeks ago, Alpha Fowler, of Douglasville, spoke to Canton 
Rotary Club and made a noteworthy statement which Georgians 
should become concerned about. His remark was that Georgia is 
steadily losing population and had now reached the point where the 
State is facing a serious threat to “our past way of life.” 


This threat is sharpened into 
focal view when, as the speaker 
pointed out, more than a hundred 
counties in Georgia are losing 
population each year—either leav- 
ing the state or else shifting from 
rural to urban centers. How this 
might disrupt a former way of 
life is that this population shift 
might eventually cause a con- 
solidation of counties and the 
state’s loss of a voice in the Na- 
tional Congress. Many of these 
counties, their working population 
more aggressive in a new era and 
new generation, are drying up be- 
cause they continue to neglect the 
rural worker on whom the econ- 
omy of this state has rested since 
before colonial times. 

Their populations are growing 
so thin they can no longer finance 
their own county governments, 
and according to the Rotary 
speaker, who is a member of 
the Georgia House of Representa- 
tives, 25 to 40 Georgia counties 
are approaching this point of in- 
solvency now. Only two years re- 
main before Georgia will be re- 
duced from 10 to 9 congressmen,

The rural counties, it seems for 
the most part, are not getting 
the ‘something’ they need to hold 
their people.

This something was his desire to 
fulfill Christ’s command to take 
His word to all peoples and his 
hope that through him the love of 
Christ might reach out to more 
people. 

“Shadow of the Almighty” is a 
very moving book, full of inspir- 
ing thoughts and radiant with a 
contageous faith. Jim Elliot, who 
was only 28 when he was killed 
on one of Christendom’s strangest 
front lines, was in many respects 
an ordinary young man. His in- 
terests as a boy and later as a 
student were like those of other 
normal persons.

Mary Shot: a Manina Violent Argument, 
Her Good Record W ins Parole for Her

Mary X was eligible for pa- 
role. She had served her mini- 
mum sentence for voluntary 
manslaughter and her case was 
up before the parole board for 
review. After a careful study 
of Mary’s past history, prison 
record, crime and motive, she 
was brought before the parole 
board for questioning. Mary 
had killed a man with a .32- 
caliber pistol in the heat of a 
violent argument. 

Her victim was shot through 
the heart and died instantly. 
Mary’s crime was a serious one 
calling for 10 to 15 years’ sen- 
tence. Her past récord prior to

the crime, however, was an ex- 
cellent one. The parole board 
was particularly interésted in 
the fact that Mary had called 
the police immediately and 
given a full confession and the 


fact that her past record gave 
every indication of a normal, 
good citizen 
SERVED SENTENCE 
Mary had already 
three and a half vears of her 
imposed sentence. She was, ac- 
cording to the State of Georgia, 


served 


eligible for parole. Could she 
again resume her place in so- 
ciety as a good citizen? That 
was the decision the parole 
board had to make. It 


deter- 


mined that Mary could, and 
she was accordingly released 
from prison and placed under 
the probation of a parole offi- 
cer. 

What does it mean when a 
woman prisoner in Georgia is 
paroled? According to Chair- 
man of the State Parole Board 
Hugh Carney, less than 5 per 
cent of the women released 
from the penitentiary ever 
break parole. In the case of 
Mary X, after parole is granted, 
Mary must sign a sworn state- 
ment that incudes abstinence 
from any narcotic or alcoholic 
beverages, keeping away from 


undesirable places or company,

and generally conducting herself 
as a first-class citizen. 

Before Mary is released from 
prison, however, it is determined 
whether she has a good home 
to go to, suitable employment 
or occupation. or if she is able 
to resume her status as a house- 
wife. There are 25 men work- 
ing for the parole board who 
spend a considerable portion of 
their time locating homes and 
positions for parolees. It is 
usually desirable, according to 
Mr. Carney, for the parolee to 
seek a new aeighborhood and 
contacts in order to get a fresh 
start. 

It is Mr. Carney’s conviction 
that criminals are usually made 
and not born. He feels that most 
crimes begin because of child- 
hood neglect, bad relationship 
between parents and child, un- 
desirable environment and im- 
proper guidance. Most future 
criminals don’t spring into prom- 
inence until their teens, how- 
ever, 2nd many an early warn- 
ing sign is chalked up to “just 
a childish prank.” 

POSITION FOUND 

In Mary's case, a position was 
found tor her and she was able 
to successfully renew her posi- 
tion in society. Shame. remorse 
and conscience often play havoc 
with the woman parolee. Most 
crimes committed by women 
are seldom of a violent nature 
and include shoplifting, larceny, 
prostitution, forgery and sex of- 
fenses along with abandonment 
of minor children. Churches, 
civic clubs and parole board su- 
pervisors play a huge role in 
bringing the parolee back to a 
normal status. 

One cf the most active women 
in this field and the only woman 
parole officer in Georgia, is 
Mrs. Eva G. Hicks of Rome. 
Mrs. Hicks travels the state to 
help frustrated aud lonely wom- 
en parolees get readjusted. Mr. 
Carney teels that more women 
workers are desperately needed 
since they are far more suc- 
cessful in aiding the woman pa- 
rolee than a man.

Mr. Eitel has a cherished copy of ‘‘The Tar Baby and 
Other Rhymes” which Harris gave Riley in 1904, inscribing on the 
flyleaf a lilting three-stanza tribute to the Indiana poet. The mid- 


dle stanza says: 


‘Well, dish yer book, it b’longs ter you, 

Kaze you up’d an tol’ me what ter do, 

And when ter blow on my fil-a-ma-loo: 

An’ I went an’ done it, des ez you say, 
Sometimes in de night, sometimes in de day, 
An’ when folks pestered, I had ’em sont away.” 


The friendship of his uncle with Joel Chandler Harris made 
Mr. Ejitel feel half Atlantan even before his daughter settled here. 
He had copies of letters which Riley wrote Harris, starting in 1881 
with an out-and-out fan letter saying, ‘“The touch of the master is 


in all you do.” 


From then on the friendship flowered and finally 


Uncle Jim, a bachelor, visited the Harris family in Atlanta and 
became a favorite with all the children. Thereafter until his death 
in 1916 he maintained a close bond with the Harrises.

have spent three years in design- 
ing plumbing installations under 
the direct supervision of a cert 
fied contracting plumber, or a 
combination of the above for four 
years. 

The provisions also stipulate 
that applicants for certification as 
journeymen plumbers shall ap- 
prentice for four years under a 
certified journeyman plumber or 
a certified contractor. 


Those taking contracting 
plumbers’ examinations would be 
required to pay $25 each, 
those seeking journeymen certifi- 
cates would pay $10 per exam- 
ination.
